In the following table it should be remembered that some saloons 
might spend Ie?* for some items while it is certain that the majority pay 
more. 
We have ried to be conservative in our estimation. 
This is an 
estimate of the expenses they must meet before they make anything 
outside of the twelve hundred dollars alloted as living expenses for the 
saloon keeper.
